This policy 
atatement was apparently 
made in reply to a proposal 
of confederation of the two 
sectors oof Germany—made 
recently by un East zone 
spokesman.

How often we hear 
thot statement, Prison con- 
yinces u large proportion of 
offenders that itis true, for 
they do not return | for 
further terms of {imprison- 
ment. Others jist don’t be 


lieve it. 

It is the honest men and 
women who meet the colos- 
gal bill cnused by the na- 
tion's criminals who have 
cause to say with certainty 
that crime doesn't pay. And 
what a bill it ie! 

To assess the {otal cost of 
crime jn Britain is practl- 
cally Impossible, One reason 
ts that the pollee and insuranco 
companics do not keep cumula- 
tive. figures. Even Jf they 
aid, they would be able fo ace 
count for only the detected 
crimes which (fo through thelr 
hands—burglaries, 
jng, smash and grub, shoplifting, 
embezziement, farpery, arson, 
piiferage and the dozens of 
other headings that come 
under the “{Glonies or “mls- 
demeunours."" 

For every detected crime, or 
one repere! to the police, It is 
sate to say that another xors 
undetected, sometimes for years, 
sometimes for ever, The pollce 
may "think they know" but, 
evidence meuns something more 
than a hunch, 

While it is Impossible to get. 
an uccurate total figure of 
guch losses it can safely be put 
at well over  £100,000,000 a 
year, 
publishet figures of erimes 
during the last twelve months 
In comparison with the touts of 
ctimes published by the police. 
Jaken all roural, that gure of 
n bundre:) million pounds may 
be far short of the real total, 


Whclesale Stealing Of Cars 


Cormider two “popular” types - 


of crimes, 

Scotland Yatd uncoverod a 
vast organisation which exists 
solely to convert stolen cars for 
use In ‘audacious crimes, , The 
stolen cars ure disguised with 
the number and road-fund 
licences of those obsolete or 
emashed vehicles which 
criminals buy from breaking- 
up yards and which are fitted 
with super-charged engines for 
quick getaways, 

Car-slaaling is a big gamble 
and may pay its operators hand~ 
somely, About 4,500 vehicles 
are stolen each year,'in London 
tilone and only about 40 per- 
cent of these are recovered, an 
then often only after the 
criminals have mide — thelr 
“profil” by selling it to un in- 
nocent third-party. Putting the 
average value of a cay at £500, 
tho rake-olf from the cars which 
are not rebovered is well over 
a million pounds. And this 4 
only one, comparatively small, 
branch of criminal activity, 

Or, turning from crimes in 
which the unit value js high, 
consider gne of the most com- 
monpluce crimes of today—tall- 
way and omnibus “bilking,” 
Last year, London Transport 
prosecuted 5,000 “bilkers for 
travelling without tickets, and 
for everyono caught, it can 
safely be sald that a_ hundred 
went undiscovered. This may 
be a petty crime, but it is cost- 
ing the transport organisations 
everywhere vist sums evety 
year and Is sheer highway ‘rob- 


bery. 
“Paying” For Villainy 
On top of these colossal 
figures comes the tremendous 
cost of delecting criminals, try~ 
ing them ang housing them 
during their imprisonment, Tho 
police forees of tho United 
Kingdom cost over £338 
million on year, while Le 
sons cai) for over £6 million 
more for their upkeep. ‘That's 
nearly another fifty million to 
be added to the crime billt 
Who pays for all this—one 
hundred and fifty = million 
pounds a year? You and I, of 
course, do the paying, It io 
true that the-~croola, if and 
when they are Giught, spend 
‘ some of thelr time , fh gaol, 
which is called “paying for 
their orimés" but. they mostly.

Doctors in

by a Special ‘Correspondent 
America are nowadays faced with 


auch as TV-eyes, 


TYV-tecth and TV-neck. Typically of this land of 


extremes, 
up.

these complaints were bound to crop 
aneueh it: seems unilkely thit we els¢where 
ered by these contemporary ailments 


on any large scale, it still sounds a warning note. 

Televiewing requires after all a new form of 
concentration and we should rather prevent than 
cure those new ailments, the more s0 since the 
majority of televiewers do not watch the scteént 


under ideal conditions. 


Before dealing with (he posl- 
(lon of the set and the necessity 
of a certain lighting during the 
session, it should be made cleus 
that, in Sts) physical aspects, 
lolevisien, is absolutely herm- 
less. No injurious = radiatica 
issues from the set, and the light 
from the screen has no 
detrimental iaflucnce = whatso- 
ever on our cyes or cny other 
purt of the body, 


} Ori the other haad it cannot be 
denied ‘that much televiewing 
tires the eyes. In that respect, 
however, Watching the televistoa 
rerec. is not worse than stoudlly 
looking ot a ship on the horizon.’ 

The fatigue of the eyos thits 
ocourring is attributable to the 
fact that: hardly any eye move: 
ment is required to follow the 
motion of the fmare (of the 
TV-proprimme, the ship on the 
horizon, or the actor on a poorly 
Ut cad distant stage.) 


More Tiring

More Convenient 


The tendency to watch telce- 
vision in the dark, though, 
very well understandable, « con 
sidering the fact that are 
always . shown in a dorkencd 
cinema. 

Here we forget that the Images 
of these two media are produced 
quite differently, In a cinema it 
Js on absolute necessity that all 
lights are dimmed, unlike tele- 


vision, where the images ure 
not’ projected, but produced 
directly on the picture tube, 
Owlng +o the orilllance of the 
latter, It is more ccavenicntly 
watched if thete {is some, and 
even Got too little, Nghting in 
the room. 
Exhaustive tosts outside the 
Neld of television have demon- 
strated that watchifig.o brilliant 
Bpot in dark su gs is for 
more tiring to the cyo than whoa 
same spot is observed In 
moderately lighted surroundings. 
‘Thig situation closely resembles 
watching a TV-serecn, only the 
jatter is atill far more tiring to 
the eye. 


More Exactly 


On these grounds a modirute 
lighting of the room showlc be 
considered o necessity, provided, 
however, {hat this lighting 
satises some specific require 
ments a3 regards positicu and 
brightness. If {hose are aot oo- 
served, some troublesome 
secondary effects, such as re~ 
flectlons, might occur cad one 
would be tempted to switch, off 


nll lighting, which ls probably |- 


even worse. 

For designing a special TV~- 
lighting we should remember 
that ho sources of direct lighting 
must bo visible within the view 
jng directlon of every spectator 
To put it more exactly: none of 
the viewers should be able to 
geo a buming lomp within oa 
angle of 60° in any direction 
from the screen, The walls with- 
‘a this.area should be of a alight, 
unlform brightness, and Us 
preferably be of a bright colour, 
to avold strong contrasts. 

All this means that the light- 
ing should be placed behind or 
high above the viewers, Sources 
of direct light should be avoided, 
os otherwise reflections may 
occur in the protective wlndow 
before the picture tube. 

In spite of certain precauticns, 
such a3 the opplica of aati- 
reflection security glass, n certain 
troublesome glare cannot always 
be altogether avoided if cun- 
ditions are unfavourable, 

In’ this connection we also 
recommend drawing the cur- 
tains, because lamps may bo re- 
flected in the window-pane, 
which produces a similar dis- 
turblog effect. 


Most Important 


Although some — televiowers 


will have to get accustomed to |’ 
under 


wa the screen a 
moderato Ughting, they will soon 
expericnce with relfof the 
reduced, strain on the eyes. 

Ideal viewing 1s not exclusive- 
ly a matter of = distance and 
lighting; the height at which the 
screen J3 placed 1s also Impor- 
tant. ‘ 

There is a general tendency to 
choose the position of the set 
too high, which places om un- 
necessary strain upon the 
viewer, 

This question is certainly 
worth seme ettention if we 
consider the qumecrous cuses of 
TV-neck in America. As a 
general rule the centre of the 
scrocn should be at about oyo 
level of the. normally : seated 
viewer, ° 

Most importastt, however, re- 
malas the Hehthag of tht room. 

fot only will improper Ilghtln 
unduly strain the cyc, it will 
also disturb the com: atmosphere 
of the home unnecessarily. And 
this would defeat the whole ob- 
ject of watching telovision.

N 1956, traffic accidents in the Colony were responsible 
for’ 181 deaths and 4,290 persons injured, though a 
large number of the victims received only minor injuries, 


Twenty years before that, in 1936, those who. died beneath the 
wheels of motor vehicles in Hongkong numbered 75 while the more 
fortunate ones who escaped with injuries totalled 1,100.

Toking ubout present day 
problems, Mr Morrison sald that 
on examination of accident 
records, it was clear that the 
majority of the mishaps were 
because of the lack of considera- 
on for other road users on the 
part of both the motorists and 
pedestrians. 

Many accidents were only 
very minor in nature and 
drivers and pedestrians woulu 
respect one another in the use of 
the roads, these minor faccidents 
could be greatly reduced, 


Dashing Out 


Commenting on the = futal 
cases in which 1451 were killed 
last year, Mr Morrison said the 
main causes of the fatalitics 
were pedestrians dashing out 
from between pillars, parked 
yeuucles or oiher objccis on the 
side of the road to cross the 
Path of moving vehicles, and 
children who were not ‘under 
the control of parents or 
RBuardians wandering about In 
the streets. 

Mr Morrison urged parents to 
have more control 
children while shopping and 
drivers to be ever wary of 
pedestri, dashing across the 
Toads suddenly, 

Mx Morrison revealed that the 
Traific Department was to start 
a safety  cainpaign to educate 
youngers in the use of the roads, 
Movies are being made, showing 
the right way to. cross ang the 
danger of crossing thc. wrong 
way, These Alms will be shown 
at theatres, clubs..and associa- 
tlons and for the poorer
